To the Editor, 


The battle rages if figura- 
tively more than literally. 
The Trumpian masses, that 
is the working folk and the 
billionaires, resent someone 
getting something for noth- 
ing whereas they have to 
work (or invest) for it. Merle 
Haggard’s workingman 
blues speaks directly to the 
former. These are the two- 
stepping country folk who 
know nothing about Social- 
ism or why it became part of 
American life. 

Social Security in itself 
should speak for the matter 
since all working people ac- 
cept that readily upon retire- 
ment. But the ends seem not 
to meet. No facet of Social- 
ism was written into the 
Constitution except for the 
Amendments which prima- 
rily addressed equal rights. 
The body of the Constitu- 
tion, though breviloquent, 
dealt with the organization 
of government with only 
cursory mention of people’s 
freedoms. The Bill of Rights 
and additional Amendments 
specified the absolute guar- 
antee of autonomy in an oth- 
erwise organized society. 
It’s not difficult to read 
through the Articles and 
Amendments one by one to 
discern the precise wording 
and meaning.

could not provide for them- 
selves, inclusive of retired 
workers without pensions or 
savings. Formerly family, 
friends, social groups and 
churches took up that slack 
via old folks homes, indigent 
shelters, soup kitchens and 
so on, a phenomenon that 
has reappeared recently — 
and often eschewed, even 
outlawed by the conservative 
element who don’t want beg- 
gars on their streets. They 
know of course that many 
beggars will steal if the op- 
portunity presents itself. 
The capitalistic side of 
this dichotomy came with 
the good ships Santa Maria, 
Nina and Pinta and flour- 
ished in the new land super- 
seding the indigenous 
Indians who had flourished 
here for millennia at least 
with a sometimes warlike 
but basically socialistic so- 
cial order, living commu- 
nally, designating chores 
according to ability, raising 
children communally and 
the like. Capitalist Euro- 
peans brought the independ- 
ent person mired in a social 
order based upon commerce, 
agriculture, mining, build- 
ing, organizing in ways the 
more primitive world stood 
aghast at yet could do little 
to prevent. Plantations and 
farms, towns for commercial 
exchange, soon became en- 
sconced though not without 
friction. Soon the great 
roundup of slave labor fol- 
lowed to work the fields and 
estates especially in the 
Southeast. It was argued 
then as now that owners and 
overseers need labor — before 
the Cotton Gin etc. and cer- 


rest of the state. “This 
leads me to the conclusion 
that this is the direction 
we’re going to take,” Cain 
said.

tainly before artificial intelli- 
gence, robotics, 3-D manu- 
facturing et al. It is now 
articulated that should the 
departed industrial workers 
be summoned back their 
jobs would be gone anyway. 
Capitalism in any case is the 
prime mover in industry, 
agronomics, building, ship- 
ping, highway systems, prac- 
tically everything 
Americans, and people 
worldwide now, have grown 
into. 

Various small communi- 
ties have experimented with 
communal living and farm- 
ing to usually short-lived re- 
sults though some managed 
to hang on. Capitalism is, 
after all, what built New 
York City, sent a rocket ship 
to outer space, ships of lad- 
ing around the world, cre- 
ated energy from natural 
resources, built our infra- 
structural grid — now in need 
of much upgrading. But 
that’s capitalism, not social- 
ism. Socialism is an ideal, 
capitalism a solution. 

Yet the two coexist now 
as they have since last mid- 
century, uneasily at times 
yet workably. Infrastructure, 
parks, services, military, 
many community services, 
federal emergency needs, 
much of this is managed and 
paid for by the federal gov- 
ernment, through taxes and 
debt to be sure but, which al- 
locates all without cost for 
the most part. This is Social- 
ism. Social Security itself, 
the flagship, reimburses sup- 
posedly according to work 
histories but is actually a 
dual trust fund set up long 
before to cover the cost of re-

fits, all unequivocal socialis- 
tic concepts. The public 
perception, however, is often 
adversarial and seems un- 
likely to find equal footing. 
Capitalism is equated with 
conservatism whereas So- 
cialism gravitates toward lib- 
eralism though naturally 
there are crossovers. Reiter- 
atively the average person 
has no idea how government 
spends money hence mump- 
simus enters the fray 
through gossip, rumor, talk 
radio etc. We know about 
limousine liberals and yacht 
club leftists as well as 
rightwing nuts and conser- 
vatives, usually falling under 
the headings of Democrats 
and Republicans. Yet all 
more or less operate in the 
capitalistic way whereas the 
socialistic proclivity tends to 
attract the more Buddhistic 
temperament although eu- 
gene v. debs was a firebrand 
politico. Socialism always 
seems a bit kinder than Capi- 
talism. Share-and-share- 
alike always appeals because 
otherwise we find the offset 
of great riches opposed to ex- 
treme poverty, not a pretty 
sight. It often appears that 
capitalists are mean-spirited, 
greedier, dismissive, 
sneakier and so on. Social- 
ists come off as generous, 
concerned, compassionate 
and nice. This may be overly 
simplistic but that’s the gen- 
eral perception.

Charlevoix County Sheriff Chuck 
Vondra reported Mullen was taken to 
McLaren Northern Michigan Hospi- 
tal and treated for his injuries and ar- 
rested. 

The affidavit stated that first re- 
sponders to the accident found nu- 
merous items of interest on the scene, 
including a glass pipe, similar to 
those used to smoke methampheta- 
mine, a methane lighter anda 
firearm. A search warrant for blood 
was obtained and evidence found in- 
dicating Mullen had been operating 
while intoxicated by drugs. 

Mullen has a years-long history of 
run-ins with the law, including prior 
felony convictions of delivery of nar- 
cotics, delivery and manufacture of 
marijuana, felony firearm and felon 
in possession of a firearm. His 
driver’s license had been suspended 
and he already had a prior conviction 
for the same offense this year. 

Later that same morning on June 
11, Vondra said officers returned to 
the scene of Mullen’s accident with a 
K-9 unit to search for possible further 
narcotics evidence when a passing 
motorist stopped to report seeing a 
car stuck on a nearby bike path. 

According to the affidavit, officers 
went to that scene and found a BMW 
vehicle stuck in the sand and a male 
walking away and a female at the dri- 
ver’s side door. 

Deputies reported the female, later 
determined to be 26-year-old Garvey, 
explained she had lost a key chain 
earlier and had been driving down the 
dirt path to search for it. She also 
stated she did not have a driver’s li- 
cense and that she did not know who 
owned the vehicle. 
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When Garvey produced the vehi- 
cle’s registration and proof of insur- 
ance, however, the officer recognized 
the last name matched the name in- 
volved in the Audi crash earlier. 

The affidavit showed Garvey told 
deputies she knew the last name of 
the man officers saw walking away 
from the BMW was Mullen, but that 
she did not know his first name. 

Garvey was then arrested for driv- 
ing without a license when she con- 
fessed to having heroin hidden in her 
sock. 

As the officer was reading Garvey 
her Miranda rights, she then began to 
show difficulty breathing and was 
asked if she needed an ambulance, 
however, she was unable to respond, 
so the officer called for one. 

The affidavit report stated when 
Garvey was later asked what she had 
taken, she replied she had swallowed 
heroin, meth and cocaine. She was 
taken to Munson Healthcare 
Charlevoix Hospital where it was 
later determined Garvey is 4-5 
months pregnant. She has prior con- 
victions for use of marijuana in 2012 
and possession of narcotic last year. 

Charlevoix deputy Ben Spiegl 
meanwhile tracked the man seen 
walking away from the BMW Garvey 
had been driving to a nearby home 
where he found the subject in the 
home’s garage. 

Upon questioning, the man told 
Spiegl his name was “Sam”, but soon 
it was discovered he was 22-year-old 
Joseph Mullen, the elder Mullen’s 
brother, also from Lansing. 

The officer found a knife, a bag of 
marijuana and $1,722 in cash upon in- 
vestigating the younger Mullen. 

Both Mullen brothers were ar- 
rested along with Garvey and a 
search warrant was obtained for the 
BMW by which the affidavit stated in- 
vestigators found: “17.5 grams of sus- 
pected crack cocaine, 15.2 grams of 
suspected powder cocaine, 3.2 grams 


of suspected powder cocaine, 12 
unidentifiable yellow pills in prescrip- 
tion bottle, four pills identified as 
Adderall, 21 pills identified as Clon- 
azepam.” Officers also found three 
glass pipes, two appearing to be crack 
pipes and one marijuana pipe. They 
also found a digital scale and capsules 
containing an unknown white pow- 
der. 

Joseph Mullen, who had told offi- 
cers his name was Sam, has previous 
convictions for carrying a concealed 
weapon and felonious assault. 

He was taken to Charlevoix County 
Jail after his arrest, where, like Gar- 
vey earlier, he also began to show 
signs of medical distress and became 
unresponsive. He was taken to the 
Charlevoix hospital where he was 
treated. 

According to the affidavit, Garvey 
later told police that Joseph Mullen 
was her boyfriend and her passenger 
in her BMW. She also said it was he 
who told her to swallow the drugs to 
hide them from police. 

All three suspects are currently 
being held in Charlevoix County Jail 
where they’re awaiting a re-issued ar- 
raignment date later this week. 

Garvey faces one count of less than 
50 grams controlled substance with 
intent to deliver or manufacture, two 
counts of possession of a controlled 
analogue substance and one count of 
operating with license suspended. 

Joseph Mullen is being charged 
with one count of conspiracy to com- 
mit a controlled substance delivery or 
manufacture of less than 50 grams, 
one count of possession of marijuana 
and one count of lying to an officer. 

Jonathan Mullen, who is consid- 
ered a habitual offender, is now being 
charged with one count of possession 
by felon of a firearm, one count of 
carrying a concealed weapon, one 
count of operating while intoxicated 
and one count of operating with a 
suspended license.

Spate 
did a statewide survey of po- 
lice officers, then researched 
ways to help keep officers in 
good mental health. He will 
be introducing his findings 
and recommendations to the 
department so they can be 
implemented. 

Iam very proud of the ef- 
forts Kevin put into this 
school. Even though the 
school was 10 weeks (2 weeks 
on and 2 weeks off), he had 
many research projects dur- 
ing the time he was back. 
Kevin received an overall 
score of 96%, which took a 
tremendous effort. 

T look forward to all of the 
new information that Kevin 
will bring back and I believe 
that the Boyne City Police 
Department will benefit 
greatly from him attending 
this school.
